Foad for Thinkers and Workers. 

— O — 

Those who expect to think should not cat 
much food which simply produces warmth 
and fat, such as ham, fat pork, white bread, 
blitter, rice, tapioca, and starch. These con- 
tain very little pliosphatic food, being chiefly 
carbonaceous. Professor Agassiz says :■ — 
Fish enters largely into tlie requisition of the 
human system, especially after intellectual 
fatigue. Tli ere is no other article of food that 
supplies the waste of the head so tli or o uglily 
as fish diet. Fish contains phosphorus to a 
largo extent, a chemical element which the 
brain requires for growth and life. He 
would not say that the exclusive use of fish 
would make a blockhead a wise man, but 
that the brain would not be wanting in one 
of its essential elements.” Man cannot, 
however, live on fish alone, because most 
fish are not fat enough to furnish tho heat- 
producing clement in sufficient quantity. 
The amount of pliosphatic or bra in- support- 
ing food cmitined in the flesh of animals is 
in proportion to tho activity of the animal ; 
those of great activity, such as the canary 
bird, for instance, secure food which feeds 
the brain, nerves, and muscle, but does not 
produce fat. Tlie flesh of the trout, the 
pickerel, or salmon impart more mental and 
physical vigor to the eater than the flesh of 
comparatively dormant fish, like the eel and 
flounder. The flesh of wild animals, such as 
the bison or deer nr boar, promotes activity 
in the eater, more than the stall-led ox, 
sheep, or hog. AVild game generally is con- 
sidered better food, especially for the con- 
valescent, than the fattened domestic turkey 
or goose. Barley, oats, and wheat ground 
without bolting, furnish food for the brain ; 
but lawyers, minister, and students cat tlie 
white superfine, or sifted wheat bread, and 
go to sleep. That which would fatten a pig, 
and give him no power to exercise or to 
think, is eaten by the learned and refined of 
the human race, who look in pity upon the 
poor peasant following tlie plough, because 
he is obliged to eat his brown loaf, which 
brown loaf and cheap fish and wild game con- 
tain the incitement to brain work, in which 
poems, orations, and art are conceived and 
nursed. The proper food for labouring men 
— we mean those who have to exorcise mus- 
cular strength chiefly— should be that which 
contains the gi-cat.es t amount of nitrogen. 
Among these articles barley and cheese stand 
high. Tho red flesh of the ox or sheep and 
unsifted bread arc the leading articles. 
Men who train prize fighters seem to under- 
stand much better than others how to build 
up physical strength and endurance. When 
their bit ilo or race is ended, they lay asido 
their unsifted bread and fruit, their lean 
beef and mutton, and full into their old 
habits of liquor-drinking and of eating starch- 
bearing articles, such as rice, fine bread, 
pudding, &c., and very soon become as fat and 
lazy as these carbonaceous articles can make 
t hem . — Phr : ho la:j ica l Jim rn a l . 



Canada Quartz Reef. 

— 0 — 

[Bntce Standard, SlstOctobcr.) 

Tho vory satisfactory yield of gold from 
the late crushing of quartz from the Ocean 
View claim, after a comparative short time 
of working it, caused an. unusual amount of 
excitement in Tokomairiro in the early part 
of the week. On Monday morning tlie Reefs 
were visited by numbers of parties, who 
were anxious to secure as early as possible 
a chance in the golden lottery which it is pre- 
sumed has been opened on Table Hill. One 
party, believing that those now working the 
Alexandra claim had marked off a larger 
number of feet than they were entitled by 
the regulations, “jumped” 500 feet of it, 
leaving them only COO feet, asserted to be all 
they had a right to hold. A protest was 
lodged with Warden Simpson against the act, 
and in reply, lie intimated that he would be 
on the ground on Wednesday morning to in- 
vestigate the matter. When this became 
known to those at all interested in the dis- 
pute, or the working of tho reefs, a very 
general desire was excited to visit tho ground, 
and oil that day there was a Btampede of 
many of the principal citizens to the Table 
Hill reefs, where it i3 supposed — on the 
slender fact of one good yield of gold — that 
fortunes will be readily acquired by the for- 
tunate holders of claims. Wo have ascer- 
tained the following facts in regard to the 
claims at work and marked out : — Tho Ocean 
View claim is 1 100 feet, and was first worked 
by three of the tributors of the Tabic Hill 
Co.'s claim, and with whom are now associated 
ofch er per sons o w ning shares. The Alexandra 
is 600 feet, independent of the 500 now in 
dispute. Wise, Higgins, and Co. hold 400 
feet ; Strecting and part-y, 400 feet ; Watson 
and party, 400 feet ; Ferguson, 600 feet ; and 
Russell, COO feet. It is rumoured that from 
information having leaked out during the 
cm slung of the stone from the Ocean view, 
the Alexandra claim was extended by 500 
feet. Warden Simpson having heard the 
statements of tho claimants to this portion of 
the claim, resolved to hold a Court on Friday 
at Wai tali una, to determine the dispute. As 
an indication of the value set upon the Ocean 
View claim, we learn that £250 has been of- 
fered for a share, and refused. 

Three weeks ago, there were only about 
twelve men at work on the reefs and in the 
neighbouring gullies, while, there are now 
upwards of sixty. Tire working of so many 
el aims will give ample employment to the 
stampers owned by the Table Hill Co., and 
the rate of pay the company receives will 
probably make the stampers as profitable as j 
any of the claims. On Wednesday there 
were only five head of stampers at work for] 
the Alexandra claim ; but the other five! 
were to be set in motion on the following j 
day for tlie Ocean View. If many of the [ 
claims arc worked, additional stampers will I 
have to be got, and we believe this c:m be | 
easily affected, while tli ere is little difficulty ] 
in increasing tlie supply of water for the j 
wheel. The Ocean View claim is part of a 
reef discovered by a boy belonging to Mr 
Bennetto — a miner who has displayed a faith 
in the auriferous nature of the reefs in the 
district, proof against trials of no ordinary 
kind. There are only about 400 yards now" 
to take up between Mr T), Carson’s property 
and the South branch of the Tokumairiro : 
river. ! 

Yesterday morning another “ jumping” j 
case took place, when Messrs Dyer and 
Gross an pegged off a part of the Ocean View 
cl.aim ; under the impression that the claim 
lias not been marked off in accordance with | 
tho regulations. Of course this will form 
another case to exercise the judicial wisdom 
of the Warden, and its solution is anxiously 
waited for by the parties interested.

Novel Application of Water Power. 

— O — 

Mr Moutrny, of Nelson, has just con- 
structed a novel and simple substitute for the 
s m ith’s b ello ws. He pro videsatwelve gallon 
cask, which stands on one end. In the upper 
part he inserts a two- inch pipe, about six 
inches long, having a funnel- top. In the 

bung-hole of tho barrel 13 inserted another 
pipe, coiummiiotaing with the forge ; in tho 
tho bottom is placed a small waste; pipe -to 
carry off the water. At tho month of the 
funnel is a small pipe with a nozzle l-8fcli of 
an inch in diameter. This communicates 
with tho water supply. A stream of water 
from this small opening flows rapidly into 
tlie funnel, and carries with it a considerable 
quantity of atmospheric air. This air can- 
not escape through the waste pipe at the 
bottom of tho cask in consequence of the 
water which is itself being driven out. Tho 
air in tho barrels becomes condensed, and 
escaping through tho bung-hole pipe, blows 
the forge fire with more regularity ami vigor 
than any couple of pairs of the best black- 
smith’s bellows that ever were seen. The 
principle of the application is simplicity 
itself, and the result ia most effective. It is 
literally blowing the fire with water, and 
making the water supply its own air.
